WIFE PLEADS 
GUILTY TO 
KIDNAPPING 
CHARGES AND 
ASKS FOR 
FORGIVENESS

A woman charged in 
the 2002 kidnapping of 
Elizabeth Smart pleaded 
guilty Tuesday as part of 
a deal with federal pros- 
ecutors and asked Smart 
to forgive her for all the 
pain she had caused. 

Wanda Eileen Barzee 
apologized in court, saying she was “humbled as I 
realize how much Elizabeth Smart has been vic- 
timized and the role that I played in it.” 

“I am so sorry, Elizabeth, for all the pain and 
suffering I have caused you and your family,” 
Barzee, 64, said. “It is my hope that you will be 
able to find it in your heart to forgive me.” 

Smart, now 22 and preparing to serve a mission 
in Paris for The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, was not in court. But her father, Ed 
Smart, made a statement there. 

“I just hope that Wanda realizes what she did 
and that it was absolutely wrong and absolutely 
horrible,” he said. 

Barzee pleaded guilty to charges of kidnapping 
and unlawful transportation of a minor in U.S. 
District Court in Salt Lake City 

Sentencing for Barzee was set for May 19. 

She could have faced a life sentence for the 
kidnapping charge and up to 15 years for the 
other count. However, under the plea deal, she is 
expected to receive 15 years in prison, with credit 
for about six years already served. 

Barzee will be returned to the Utah State 
Hospital until her sentencing.

She also will plead guilty in state court under 
the plea deal to one count of conspiracy to com- 
mit aggravated kidnapping and will cooperate 
in the case against her estranged husband, Brian 
David Mitchell. 


HISTORY 

Smart was 14 when she was taken at 
knifepoint from the bedroom of her Salt Lake 
City home, sparking a search that riveted the 
nation. Nine months later, in March 2003, 
Barzee and Mitchell were arrested after they 
were spotted walking on a suburban street 
with Smart. 

At a hearing last month. Smart said that 
within hours of the abduction, Mitchell took 
her as a polygamous wife and then raped her. 


Shopping smackdown— Coke vs. Costco

Costco customers may have to look elsewhere 
for Coca-Cola products now that the retailer has 
stopped carrying them because the pair are fight- 
ing over prices. 

The public squabble between one of the 
nation’s largest wholesale club operators and the 
world’s largest soft drink maker is likely to fizzle 
quickly But it reveals real tensions as retailers and 
product makers square off on prices. 

As shoppers continue to grapple with the reces- 
sion, retailers want to win their favor by giving 


them low prices. But that has been creating ten- 
sion between product makers like Coca-Cola Co., 
who are working hard to maintain profit margins 
while meeting retailer demands. 

Typically such negotiations take place behind 
the scenes, but once in a while, a public dispute 
erupts. 

“Beneath this surface of harmony, it’s a dog- 
fight out there,” Gerry Khermouch, editor of 
Beverage Business Insights, said Tuesday at an 
investor meeting held by the soft drink maker in 
its hometown of Atlanta. 


Retailers want to wield more power in deter- 
mining pricing with product makers, whom they 
depend on to stock their customers’ favorite 
brands, Khermouch said. 

Costco has been aggressive in putting up signs 
on store shelves and notices on its Web site. 

“Costco is committed to carrying name-brand 
merchandise at the best possible prices. At this 
time, Coca-Cola has not provided Costco with 
competitive pricing so that we may pass along the 
value our members deserve,” said a message on 
the company’s Web site labeled “Price Alert!”

For transgender people, acceptance is hard to find— even among LGBT

When Adrianna King was turned out of her home, she went north 
in search of acceptance, 

A transsexual woman with a shy smile, King, 21, moved to 
Lakeview earlier this year in hopes that gay-friendly Boystown 
would offer a haven safe from the harassment and abuse she suf- 
fered in her South Side neighborhood 
But Boystown wasn’t always safe, and it wasn’t always friendly 
King, born a male and in transition to becoming a woman, said 
she was turned away from Lakeview homeless shelters because 
management feared she’d be harassed by other boarders. She said 
she spent the summer sleeping in parks, abandoned buildings, “E’ 
trains and on the lakefront. When nowhere felt safe. King walked 
all night through Lakeview’s streets, waiting until the Center on 
Halsted opened so she could crash on its couches, 

“Every morning Ed come to work, and she’d be outside in the 
rain,” said Tiffany Traylor, a clinical case manager at the center, 
which serves the lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender community 
Homeless youth have congregated in Lakeview for decades, 
but the past three or four years have seen an influx of transgender 
youth from throughout the city who come for social services or 
to find a welcoming community, said Heather Bradley, youth out- 
reach coordinator for the Night Ministry, a nondenominational 
nonprofit that serves vulnerable kids and adults, 

“They’re younger, they’re people of color, and there are lots and 
lots of trans kids,” Bradley said, “Young, transgender women of 
color are kind of the face of youth homelessness these days,” 
Though the number of transgender people hasn’t necessar- 
ily grown, more are coming out at a younger age and flocking to 
Lakeview because that’s where the action is and where they feel safe, 
said Modesto Valle, executive director of the Center on Halsted, 
Largely neglected and misunderstood by the general population 
as well as some in the LGBT community they’re supposed to be a 
part of, transgender people — an umbrella term for anyone who does 
not conform to his or her born gender role, including but not limited 
to transsexuals like King who seek to live as the opposite sex— are 
at high risk of poverty, discrimination, joblessness, suicide, hate vio- 
lence and estrangement from family and other support networks. 
There are no statistics on the size of the transgender commu- 
nity in Chicago; rough estimates published in a report this year 
by the LGBT Movement Advancement Project puts the national 
transgender population at between ,25 percent and i percent of 
the U,S, population. 

The transgender homeless are among the throngs of youth— gay, 
straight, homeless and not homeless— who regularly gather on 
Lakeview street corners, sparking tension in the neighborhood. 
Some Lakeview residents and business owners worry that loiter- 
ing, noise and prostitution are damaging the quality of life, while 
others believe the swarms of young people maybe attracting crimi- 
nals who hide in their midst to commit robberies and assaults. 
Meetings to address the strained relationship have been ongo-

ing for years, though some business owners recently have felt the 
conflict boil over, Scott Jannush, owner of Borderline Music on 
Broadway, said a group of youths caused such a disruption during a 
recording artist’s signing at his shop earlier this month that a scuf- 
fle ensued. He had to escort them out and file a police report, 
Jannush said the centers that cater to youth should impart more 
skills and counseling rather than just provide a place for kids to 
hang out, 

“They’ve opened the doors to the neighborhood, and now 
they’re destroying the neighborhood,” Jannush said. 

The Center on Halsted’s Valle said people found to be disrespect- 
ing the neighborhood are warned and ultimately barred from the 
Center, which does provide jobs and skills training. But VaUe said 
the kids who frequent Boystown shouldn’t all be lumped together. 
The youth, for their part, say they’re often the targets of crime — 
and transgender people, in particular, are vulnerable, as they’re 
more visually different and their mainstream acceptance lags far 
behind that of gays and lesbians, 

“We see a lot of verbal and physical violence against trans youth,” 
said Gabriel Ervin, a youth resource advocate at the Broadway 
Y)uth Center, “It’s still OK to be outright transphobic,” 

King is doing all she can to beat the odds. 

On Oct, I, King moved into a small Lakeview studio with the 
assistance of Stable Eutures, a transitional housing program of 
Heartland Human Care Services that helps single homeless people 
move toward stability The program pays up to $600 in monthly 
rent for up to a year. 

Though Lakeview has its challenges. King, who said she’s known 
since age 5 that she didn’t belong in her little boy’s body, said it’s far 
more comfortable and tolerant than Woodlawn, where she grew 
up. Still, she said she wakes up most days feeling anxious, 

“I worry, ‘How are people going to view me? What do I have to 
offer?’ ” said King, who each day heads to the Center on Halsted to 
see friends and talk to her case manager about jobs, Einding a job is 
one of the greatest challenges— and a reason so many transgender 
people are homeless. 

King’s driver’s license still bears her birth name: Allen King, She 
worries about which name to put on her applications, and how 
she’s going to explain why she doesn’t look like an Allen, King for 
now is looking for retail jobs, and hopes to pursue a social work 
degree, but she dreams of working in entertainment, 

“Ed like to be a role model,” King said, “and represent another

TransAmerica 

There’s a saying in the transgender community that the 
“T” in LGBT is silent. 

That has started to change, as transgender leaders 
raise their voices and gay organizations and legislation 
strive to be more inclusive. The federal hate crimes bill 
that President Obama recently signed into law and the 
closely watched Employment Non-Discrimination Act 
now before Congress both cover gender identity as well 
as sexual orientation. 

Still, transgender people remain on the fringe. 

And while they are the most vulnerable of the LGBT 
community, they also are the most understudied. 

In what they’re calling the first comprehensive national 
effort to document discrimination against transgender 
people, the National Center for Transgender Equality and 
the National Gay and Lesbian Task Force launched a 
six-month survey of 6,450 transgender people. 

The preliminary findings, released this month, found 
that among transgender people: 


For the young, 
gender is fluid 

When Kate Sosin was a little girl, she decided climbing trees was more fun 
than playing with dolls, so she declared herself a boy and told everyone her 
name was Patrick. Now 24 and living in Edgewater, Sosin says she doesn’t 
feel like a man, but she doesn’t fit the traditional female mold either. Sosin 
identifies as “gender queer,” a relatively new term under the transgender 
umbrella that describes people who don’t strictly identify with traditional 
male or female gender roles. 

“The younger trans community is not necessarily interested in the binary 
of male and female that was forced on the older generation,” said Sosin, who 
wears short hair, eyeliner, a sweater vest and tie, and explains that she prefers 
to be addressed with “she/her” pronouns. 

Whereas the stereotypical image of a transgender person is that of a trans- 
sexual— a person whose gender identity differs from the sex with which he 
or she was born— there are many more layers than that. 

There are drag queens and kings, who perform as the opposite sex to 
entertain others. There are cross-dressers, who dress as the opposite sex for 
their own enjoyment but without the intention of living that way full time. 
There’s intersex, which refers to people born with reproductive systems not 
associated with either male or female. And there’s gender queer, which Sosin 
describes as any gender variance that doesn’t fall under the other categories. 

What the different layers have in common is that it’s often a struggle to 
look so visibly different from what society expects. 

“The trans community is still fighting to just live and exist every day,” said 
Sosin, co-founder of the blog genderqueerchicago.blogspot.com. “It’s a battle 
to be able to go to the grocery store, or get a coffee, or walk in the park.” 

For many young trans people, gender is fluid. 

Michael Williams, 29, said that several years ago he started taking hor- 
mones to transform his male-born body into that of a woman, but stopped 
because he felt he still identified somewhat as a man. He said he now splits 
his time between presenting as a man and as a woman, when he goes by Nomi 
Michaels. 

“I still look like Ice Cube right now, but when I’m Nomi, I look like Queen 
Latifah,” said Williams, who was concealing hormone-induced breasts and hips 
under several layers of clothing. “I’m lucky that I can go back and forth.” 

Gabriel Ervin, youth resource advocate at the Broadway Tbuth Center, 
said many of the transgender youth who come to the center are experiment- 
ing or questioning, and go by terms like “gender fabulous.” 

Ervin, who prefers to go by the gender-neutral pronouns “they/them,” said 
challenging one’s gender creates strong, resilient members of society 

“ It’s taking what somebody tells you you are when you are born and saying, 
'No, this is what I am,”’ Ervin said. “That’s powerful.” alexia elejalde-ruiz

Fan says 
he was 
blinded 
after game

A Pittsburgh Steelers fan says he was left blind 
and suffered memory loss after taking a drink 
from a Bears fan following a game at Soldier 
Field in September. 

The Steelers had lost to the Bears, and 
some trash-talking was going on between 
Zack Heddinger’s group of Pittsburgh fans 
and a group of Bears fans at Kitty O’Shea’s, 
his family says. 

There was an “altercation between Bears and 
Pittsburgh fans,” said Chicago Police Officer 
Laura Kubiak, citing a police report filed about 
the incident. 

Later, Heddinger, 46, was offered a drink by 
one of the Chicago fans, a gesture he thought 
was a peace offering, his older sister Linda 
Heddinger said Tuesday “My brother, trying to 
be a peacemaker, drank it,” she said. “No one 
else did.” 

The police report notes Heddinger’s group 
left the bar a short time later. At about ii p.m., 
a call was made from their hotel for an ambu- 
lance. 

Linda Heddinger said another sister received 
a call at about 2:30 a.m. from Rush University 
Medical Center that their brother’s heart had 
stopped and he wasn’t expected to survive. 

Days later Heddinger was still hospitalized; 
he was getting headaches and starting to lose 
his vision, his sister said. 

Doctors told the family that alcohol alone 
would not explain his condition and believe the 
drink was spiked with grain alcohol, antifreeze 
or some kind of pesticide, Linda Heddinger 
said. 

Heddinger later returned to the Pittsburgh 
area, where he is staying with one of his sisters 
and his account was first reported by WTAE- 
TVCh. 4. 

Linda Heddinger said her brother is having 
memory difficulties and is nearly blind. 

“It seems like a bad connection you have with 
television,” she said. “He has glimpses, but just 
because he can see you today doesn’t mean he 
will see you tomorrow” 

Police said Belmont Area detectives are still 
investigating the incident. 


Abortion debate

One man held a “Ban Baby Butchery” sign. 
Another blew soap bubbles. Priests in black 
cassocks held rosaries. 

They were among about 40 anti-abortion 
activists who protested a new “bubble zone” 
ordinance Tuesday at a North Side Planned 
Parenthood clinic. 

The measure takes effect Wednesday and 
creates 8 -foot zones around people within 
50 feet of a medical facility Anyone who 
enters that space without consent could face 
a $500 fine. 

“This absolutely is a call to action,” said 
Eric Scheidler, executive director of Pro-Life 
Action League. “There’s tremendous motiva- 
tion to get involved.” 

Planned Parenthood of Illinois issued a 
statement saying they were “thrilled” by the 
ordinance, which the organization proposed 
and supported. The measure was passed last 
month by the City Council and signed by 
Mayor Daley 

“This new bubble zone will enhance pub- 


lic safety in a fair and constitutional manner,” 
according to the statement. “The law strikes 
a delicate balance between the right to free 
speech with the need to protect people from 
harassment and intimidation.” 

Scheidler said the Pro-Life Action League 
would file suit in federal court this week to 
enjoin the ordinance, which he called an 
unconstitutional violation of free-speech 
rights. 

During the protest rally, two women 
spoke of their work as “sidewalk counselors,” 
approaching women going into the clinics to 
try to talk them out of it. 

Julie Grisolano said the ordinance discrim- 
inates against women she described as often 
young, fearful and unaware of other options, 
such as adoption. 

“If you cared about women, you’d let them 
hear both sides of the story,” she said. 

But the protests had become increasingly 
threatening in the last year, fueled by the 
election of President Obama, who supports 
abortion rights, and the assassination in May 


BACKGROUND 

The law was crafted carefully to 
withstand legal challenges, said Jenny 
Hoyle, spokeswoman for the city’s law 
department.

Coroner: No question 
death was a suicide

Coolc County Medical Examiner Nancy Jones said 
Tuesday there is “no evidence” indicating Chicago 
school board president Michael Scott’s death was 
anything but a suicide. 

Making a rare public appearance to discuss an 
autopsy Jones said Scott died of a single gunshot 
wound to the head that was fired at “contact-range,” 
which is common in gunshot suicides. She said the 
gun was “actually pressed against the head.” 

“Based on the findings at autopsy, which I have 
personally reviewed, including scene photographs 
and the autopsy photos, it was determined that Mr. 
Scott died of a single contact-range, through-and- 
through gunshot wound to his head.” 

Though Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis says his 
department is still investigating the death, Jones said 
two detectives present for the autopsy agreed with 
the suicide finding. She called the hours-long autopsy 
“a complete and full autopsy examination” conduct- 


ed by a veteran pathologist. Dr. Mitra Kalelkar. 

Speaking generally about the hundreds of gunshot 
suicides her office handles a year, Jones said “there’s 
no reason to come to a different conclusion when 
there is no evidence to lead you that way” 

Jones complained that police removed Scott’s 
body without permission from her office. “Moving 
the body without authorization of the medical exam- 
iner is actually a violation of state law,” she said. 

But she noted the pathologist performing the 
autopsy had access to photos from the scene. 

Hours after the autopsy results were released 
Monday, Weis told a news conference that his depart- 
ment was continuing to look into the death and that 
detectives were still “early on in the investigation.” 

There are “just a lot of things we have look at 
before we have a definite answer,” Weis said. Once 
the investigation is conducted, “then we’ll make a 
decision as to what we believe the cause of death 
to be.” 


Park district proposes fee hikes

Facing a grim financial forecast for next year, the 
Chicago Park District will pull millions of dollars 
from park project commitments and raise fees across 
the board, from day camps to boat slips, according 
to its proposed 2010 budget released Tuesday 

But not everything is going up: Residents will not 
see an increase on their tax bills from the park dis- 
trict. And unless park officials persuade the union to 
accept furlough days, the district will see a $3 million 
drop in payroll by eliminating 53 full-time positions, 
including ii layoffs. 

This was the “most difficult budget Eve had to 


do in my tenure,” said Gen. Supt. Timothy Mitchell, 
who is overseeing his sixth budget. 

The park district is projecting a $7.2 million reduc- 
tion in corporate income taxes it receives from the 
state and $650,000 loss in property tax collections 
due to foreclosures next year. Meanwhile, it’s expect- 
ing a 7.7 percent increase in health-care related costs, 
which would cost the district an extra $i million. 

Higher park fees will generate approximately $2 
million, Mitchell said, with park users seeing an 
average of a 5 percent increase. But budget officials 
are confident higher prices will not curb program 
participation rates. 


Trump 
inches up 
list of tallest 
buildings

Donald Trump’s Chicago skyscraper just moved 
up one notch on the list of the world’s tallest 
buildings. And the developer and reality TV 
star hasn’t done a thing to his 92-story hotel 
and condo tower. 

Why does the Trump International 
Hotel & Tower now stand in sixth 
place on the world’s tallest building 
list? The Chicago-based Council on 
Tall Buildings and Urban Habitat, 
the widely recognized arbi- 
ter of height standards, 
announced Tuesday it 
has changed its criteria 
for measuring the height 
of skyscrapers. 

The old standard said 
height was the distance 
from the sidewalk out- 
side a building’s main 
entrance to the tip of 
its spire or structural 
top. According to the 
new criterion, height is 
gauged from “the low- 
est, significant, open-air, 
pedestrian entrance” to 
the top. 

That means that 
Trump’s riverwalk-level 
entrance is the sky- 
scraper’s true bottom, 
not its more prominent 
entry along Wabash 
Avenue, which is a 
viaduct raised above 
ground level. The 
change boosts 
Trump’s height 
by 27 feet to 1,388 
feet, 6 inches 
(which the coun- 
cil rounds up to 
1,389 feet), plac- 
ing it ahead of 
the old No. 6, the 
Jin Mao Building 
in Shanghai.

MOSCOW A Russian icebreaker carrying 
more than loo tourists, scientists and jour- 
nalists on a cruise around Antarctica was strug- 
gling to free itself Tuesday from sea ice about 
5 miles from clear water, a shipping company 
said.

‘After the winds get stronger, the ice grip 
will weaken ... and it will break free.” 

Russian news agencies said a BBC cam- 
era crew filming a documentary about the 
Antarctic also was on board. 

“They are implementing the tour program 
in full,” Kuzin said. “The captain reported 
that the situation on board is normal.”

Champaign natives Common 
Loon play pop to precede 
the end of the world 

By Matt Pais 

Back in kindergarten, Common Loon guitar- 
ist-vocalist Robert Hirschfeld lied to drum- 
mer-vocalist Matt Campbell and said he was 
allergic to chocolate. 

The result: Campbell told the teacher, and 
Hirschfeld didn’t get the chocolate that was 
being passed around. 

“If that’s the way it happened,” says Camp- 
bell, “then it’s your own fault.” 

“It’s true,” says Hirschfeld. “You were look- 
ing out for me.” 

The Champaign natives’ long-standing 
rapport (Campbell is now 30, and Hirschfeld 
turns 30 on Thursday) translates to a consid- 
erably full, focused sound for an indie rock 
duo— which incorporates pre-recorded bass 
and synth tracks in concert. The band’s few 
completed songs from its full-length debut, 
“The Long Dream of Birds,” out in March, 
are catchy, fuzzy pop that would make solid 
accompaniment to a dream. 


You guys have known each other since 
kindergarten. How would the band be 
different if it started when you were 5? 
Robert Hirschfeld: I think I would have 
some of the same influences, having lis- 
tened to a lot of Beatles and synthy ’80s 
pop music. 

Matt Campbell: You have six older sib- 
lings, though. I didn’t have that benefit. 
So in kindergarten I was listening to 
“The Super Bowl Shuffle.” God knows 
what could come from that. Probably 
not much good. 

Are you implying that “The Super Bowl 
Shuffle” is not an appropriate influence 
for contemporary music? 

MC: It’s a terrible song. It’s memorable 
for people who live in Illinois ... 

RH: We still kind of like that same kind 
of stuff, though. ... Local radio com- 
mercial jingles, those are kind of influ- 
ential. Maybe Matt— not that he hasn’t 
progressed— but maybe some of those 
things are actually still in place. 

You have a track called “Ho-Hum 
Apocalypse.” If you were in the apoca- 
lyptic movie “2012,” what would you do 
to help John Cusack survive? 

RH: I don’t have any practical skills, so 
... I’d be one of the people biting it early 
on in the movie. 

Would you at least say your upcoming 
album is appropriate to listen to when 


the world comes to an end? 

RH: {Laughs] I think it’s more of the 
soundtrack to the kind of gilded end-of- 
the-party days. It’s very clean and nice- 
sounding. To me it’s not destructive. It’s 
not torn apart and barely hanging by 
a thread. It’s actually a fairly polished 
record, so it’s more of the gilded end- 
of-the-empire days than the cobbled- 
together, broken pieces that I imagine 
should be more fitting of the actual cit- 
ies-falling-into-the-sea soundtrack. 

Would you listen to it on the way 
home from the party on the last night 
on Earth, then? 

RH: Yeah, probably ... It’s not dance 
music, but I think when you’re coming 
down from that party, yeah. 

How would you summarize your sound 
in five words or less? 

RH: As long as we’re going to keep with 
the theme, I think we should call it 
‘Apocalypse.” 

Do you think you sound like a 
Midwestern band? 

RH: I really wonder about any regional 
sound at this point. Maybe that’s true in 
real small sample sizes, but it seems like 
the Internet and the ease of transpor- 
tation across electronic lines has kind 
of diminished the relevance of those 
distinctions. So I don’t really feel like 
we’re much of an Illinois band in terms 


of “we sound like this or that other 
Illinois band.” I would say that there’s 
truth that any of your surroundings are 
of course going to influence you. 

MC: I was going to bring up the agricul- 
ture thing. There’s some lyrical content 
that deals with that, the fact that we’re 
surrounded by fields. I think that 
we’re a Midwestern band in that sense. 
Maybe only in that sense. 

Your press photo shows you handing 
out pills. What’s up with that? 

MC: Yeah, Robert, what’s up with that? 
RH: I’m not on any kind of medication 
... but I encourage everyone else to be. 

And to take it from whomever hands it 
to you? 

RH: From strangers. Pharmaceuticals 
from strangers. 

How did that photo come about? 

RH: I think I’m just interested in the 
idea of altering one’s chemistry I don’t 
do it to myself, but I think that a lot of 
people do, and it’s just an interesting 
social convention. ... I think it’s amus- 
ing because we’re kind of straight char- 
acters, at least nominally, so to us there’s 
a certain irony to the two of us handing 
out a multi-colored galaxy of uppers, 
downers, laughers and screamers.

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REDMOON CASTS ITS WARMING GLOW 
ON A CHILLY, DARK TOPIC: WINTER 

By Rebecca Palmore 

If there’s one theater company in Chicago that seems least likely to play by 
the rules, it’s Redmoon. Its theatrical spectacles— most of them site-spe- 
cific, many outdoors— skiplots of traditional storytelling techniques, and 
opt instead for visual wow factors, instead of text-based ones, with wild, 
human-powered mechanicals and otherworldly characters. 

When it comes to “Winter Pageant,” however, Redmoon hangs its hat 
on tradition, resurrecting a format that’s based on seasonal change, from 

summer on through to spring. 

“The rules of the ‘Winter Pageant’ always 
are that we {stage] the seasons in that 
particular pattern, and that we end with a 
sunrise,” Vanessa Stalling, associate artistic 
director, said. 

Beginning and ending the show on a 
sunny note sounds like necessary medicine 
for Chicago audiences on the brink of a 
long, cold winter. And while the 15th spec- 
tacle could be, for some, a holiday tradition, 
it’s anything but standard holiday fare. Reindeer and mistletoe? Not going 
to happen. Kids in the audience? Tes, so watch your mouth. 

Stalling, a former ballet dancer who joined Redmoon as a performer 
a decade ago, resumes her role as “Winter Pageant” director for the sec- 
ond year in a row. We asked her about this year’s show in the final days of 
rehearsal.

What exactly is the 'Winter Pageant? 

It’s a celebration of the seasons. We take the audience on a journey through the 
seasons starting with summer, going through fall, winter and ending with spring. 
... We want to look at all the facets of winter, so, the celebration and raucous 
feel that winter can be when it becomes a snow fight or the kinds of poetry and 
lyricism that can be found when you’re walking down the street and it’s glitter- 
ing with snow, to a place of isolation and loneliness that winter can bring. We 
want to be conscious of that arc. 


How does this year’s production compare to those in 
the past? 

The only thing that is the same is the formula that we 
use. ... To follow the seasons and end with the sunrise. 
But that’s all that we have, aside from also keeping 
the idea of a pageant alive. When the audience comes 
in it is a completely empty warehouse, and scenes are 
created by objects that are brought into the space, 
that culminate and that transform into something 
else. ... It’s a pageant of objects that are entering and 
exiting the space. 

Who represents these objects? People? Mechanicals? 

We have a performance ensemble of seven, but their 
characters are quite flexible (there’s not one particu- 
lar character that you’re going to follow throughout 
the show). ... What we try to search for is a palette of 


the seasons. It might not be literally a tree that you’re 
going to see transform, but it might be a suitcase that 
opens up and reveals orange and brown and yellow 
leaves. 

How does this show reflect Chicago? 

It is a very Chicago show We like to consider our- 
selves able to give this show to Chicago families. ... 

It is a celebration of the sun’s return. To be able to 
go with these families on a journey, from what we all 
love, which is summer, what are the aspects of the 
different seasons that we all love, and it’s wonder- 
ful to have the leaves change, to see the snow on the 
ground— but ultimately the winter is very long in 
Chicago and can be at times quite lonely and very 
cold. {Laughs} So, I think all of us in Chicago are just 
waiting for the sun to come back.

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MAYER OPENS UP ON 1 
MEDIA AND HIS MUSIC

If you’re engrossed in tabloid/Internet-gossip, then 
John Mayer’s latest CD, “Battle Studies,” could 
provide enough fodder to fill at least a dozen Perez 
Hilton blog posts or at least one story in Us Weekly 

The single, “Heartbreak Warfare,” already has 
some speculating on its subject with lyrics like: “If 
you want more love, why don’t you say so?... Bombs 
are falling everywhere, heartbreak warfare.” 

Hmmm ... could that be a message to a certain 
famous “friend” with whom he’s been linked on and 
off for the last two years? 

Mention this to Mayer, and you’ll get a serious eye- 
roll, followed up with an ‘Are you kidding me?” look. 

“I know some people think that, but it doesn’t,” 
Mayer says during a break in rehearsals for two 
upcoming concerts to promote his new CD. 

“That would mean that my personal life is more 
powerful than the music itself, and it’s just not ... By 


the way I’m not the first person to process a personal 
life into putting out a record,” he adds. “I think if 
there’s any intrigue— obviously it would be silly of 
me to ask somebody not to be intrigued— but I think 
when the music starts playing, you’re not thinking 
about my life, you’re thinking about yours.” 

Mayer rarely has shied away from attention. 
He provides must-read updates to his more than 
2.6 million followers on Twitter, engaged in a high- 
profile romance with Jennifer Aniston (which fol- 
lowed a romance with Jessica Simpson), has written 
for blogs and magazines and is known as one of the 
wittiest, most media-sawy entertainers around. 

But he is weary of those who would rather put 
the focus on John Mayer, the celebrity, and not 
John Mayer, the critically acclaimed, multiplatinum 
singer-songwriter-guitarist once heralded by Rolling 
Stone as one of rock’s new “guitar gods.” 

“I’ve never liked the idea of somebody co-opting who 


I am, and I don’t think anybody does,” Mayer says 

But Mayer’s romantic struggles have become the 
main focus in the tabloid world— and he’s rarely 
painted as the wounded party— most notably his 
relationship with Aniston. Mayer has dated other 
celebrities in the past, but the Aniston romance put 
him into tabloid overdrive. He was at best defined 
as a Lothario— at worst, a cad. But what has been 
potentially more damaging is that in some circles, it 
has overshadowed his musicianship. 

That infuriates Mayer to no end. 

“By the way, I didn’t really kill anybody I didn’t 
smash a car, I didn’t commit a crime... I don’t like 
the idea that there’s an indictment on anything that 
I do,” he says. “The idea that there has been a sully- 
ing of my image ... I’m not going to be buried with an 
Us Weekly I don’t give a {bleep] about it anymore, I 
can’t worry about it and I don’t worry about it. And I 
don’t think people want me to worry about it.”
